great estate of William Rockefeller 
will remain in the Rockefeller family, 
under the terms of his will filed for 
probate today, 

The $100,000 goes to the only ex- 
ecutor who is not a member of the 
family—John A. Garver, lawyer, who 
drew the will. 

The rest of the estate, variously 
estimated at from $100,000,000 to $200.- 
000,000, goes in four equal shares to 
Mr. Rockefeller’s four children—wWil- 
liam G., Percy A., Mrs. Emma Rocke- 
feller McAlpin and Mrs. Geraldine 
Rockefeller Dodge. 

Provision is made that their inherit- 
ances, when they die, shall pass on 
to their children, although none of 
the.estate was put in trust except 
a quarter of Percy A. Rockefeller's 
share, which was made a trust fund 
for his children. 

There were no bequests to charity. 
Nothing was left to old family retain- 
ers, not to any employés of the Stan- 
dard Oil company with whom Mr. 
Rockefeller had been familiar. 

The will, drawn Sept. 5, 1919, at 
Tarrytown, left a trust fund of $8,000,- 
000 to Mr. Rockefeller’s wife, Elmira 
G. Rockefeller, together with the use 
for life of all the Rockefeller town and 
country houses and household effects. 
Mrs. Rockefeller preceded her hus- 
band to the grave, however, and under

They 
obeyed orders, and several speakers, 
having discussed “Carter H.” as a/ 
man five times elected mayor, having 
praised his character and personal 
‘qualities, and having boosted him as 
a real patriot during the war, visibly 
restrained themselves from approach- 
ing the subject of next spring’s elec- 
tion and returned to the word “ wel- 
come.” 

Maj. Edgar Bronson Tolman, cor- 
poration counsel during one of the 
Harrison administrations, was toast- 
master. The Rt. Rev. Edward A. 
Kelly delivered the invocation. Then 
ex-Gov. E. F. Dunne started the “ wel- 
come” ball rolling.

In the view 
of the administration the strike is di+ 
rected at the labor board and defies the 
spirit if not the letter of the law. 


A Boomerang Decision. . 
If the shop crafts employés walk out 
accord- 
ing to the administration viewpoint, in 
contracting with private concerns for 
their repair work. The labor board re- 


cently held that the contracts made by 


the railroads with outside. companies 
for repair work were a viofation of the 
transportation act. 

This decision, with which the rail- 


roads are understood to be complying 


by terminating such illegal contracts, 
Was a victory for the railroad em- 


procedure more than a year ago. They 
charged that the railroads had resorted 
to. this practice to cut down the force 
of shop crafts employés and avoid pay- 
ing the wages fixed in their 
ments with the railway unions. 


Outside Contract Made Necessary. 


‘If despite this decision in favor of |. 


the unions the shop crafts employés 
strike and the railroads are unable 
to procure repairs in their own shops 
in order to keep the trains running; 
the carriers may encounter difficulty 
in recruiting a sufficient number of 
skilled workmen to take the places of 
the strikers, in which event they would 
be compelled to turn to the companies 
equipped for rolling stock repair work. 

As this would be done in the inter- 
est of preventing the interruption of 
transportation, which the transporta- 
tion act was designed to guard against, 
the practice would be legal, in the

WHAT WE WANT IS BETTER 
TRANSPORTATION. 


The All-Chicago council, representing 105 civic 
organizations, has indorsed the proposed new trac- 
tion ordinance submitted to the local transporta- 
tion committee last Monday. The committee may 
now be expected to put in a busy summer on the 
plan for municipal ownership of the present trac- 
tion facilities at a valuation of $245,000,000 and for 
improvements estimated at $100,000,000 additional. 

That is a possible expenditure of $345,000,000. 
For what?. Largely, it would appear, for the satis- 
faction of advocates of municipal ownership. That 
is the outstanding feature of the program as it now 
appsars. Definite provision for improved transpor- 


be made the subject of a separate ordinance. 
It appears to us that the committee is ignoring 
the one thing most vital to Chicago—rapid transit. 
It is entirely overlooking the lessons in transporta- 
tion which have been learned in such great cities 
as New York and London. The fundamental issue 
of rapid transportation is being clouded by talk of 
municipal ownership. Unless provision is definitely 
made for municipal ownership to mean develop- 
ment of rapid transit facilities it is merely a tech-| 
nicality. The-mere transfer of title from private 
hands to the municipality means nothing in the 
improvement of service. 
‘Worse than that, there is a possibility that city 
purchase of thé present traction line® as they now 
are valued would be a grave error. According to 
John Steele, Tae Trreune’s London correspondent,

TRIBUNE COOK BOOK 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
The Cracker. 


The cracker is one of the indispen- 
Sable summer staples, and if well 
eared for is always palatable. Crack- 
ers readily take up moisture, whence 
the waxed paper lined boxes we have 
today, the box itself being waxy. As 
erackers become moist they also take 
Odors, or they become both flabby and 
stale. 

Certain sorts of crackers need to be 
kept coo] or they become slightly ran- 
cid, as cheese crackers may. .The 
cheese cracker is an excellent supply 
for those who’ cannot keep that most 
valuable adjunct of summer cookery 
on hand, the cheese itself. Broken 
‘up and sprinkled over a creamed dish 
of vegetables or rice to be baked, they 
give that flavor which the pure cheese 
yields. 

Cracker toast is sometimes service- 
able when the bread supply is low. 
Melt two tablespoons of butter, stir 
Into it until smooth, add a cup of 
water, stir till thickened, add the 
crackers, and cook a few minutes. 
‘This may be flavored or the crackers 
So wet up may be used as toast is 
for melted cheese, creamed dishes, etc. 
* Of course, crackers are the thing 
fn chowders and pilot bread, and Bos- 
ton crackers are preferred or standard- 
ized for t:iis use. But for any use the 
crackers may need to be freshened up 
and perhaps sterilized:” To do this dip 
them in cold water, taking pains to 
remove any stale dust, then heat them 
wp under the boiler, turning them once. 
If they are to be used in chowder let 

them soak a few minutes in cold milk, 
or wet them with hot water before 
heating them up. 

. A pint of milk, two eggs, eight 
crackers, and seasonings or a sprink- 
ling of cheese in a buttered baking 
dish in a moderate oven may bake into 
a delicious pudding.

OAK ST. BEACH

mand for Citizens. 


Installation of beach equipment, in- 
cluding a diving board, 4 float, water 
Swings, and a comfort station at Oak 
Street beach “so the public will be 
encouraged instead of discouraged in 
using it” was demanded of the Lin- 
coln park commissioners yesterday by 
the city council. 
Ald. Dorséy Crowe of the Twenty- 
first ward, who hired Attorney Charles 
E. Erbstein.in 1916 to fight for the 
right of the public to use the beach, 
introduced the resolution, which was 
passed unanimously. 
Easily Accessible. 

The resolution said: ‘‘ Whereas the 
bathing beach under the control of the 
Lincoln park commission at the foot of 
Oak street is easily accessible to the 
congested districts of the north and 
west sides of the city and would be a 
very popular beach if properly devel- 
oped and equipped with such facilities 
as water swings, life lines, horizontal 
bars, floats, a diving board, and a com- 
fort station; 
“Resolved, That the city counell 
hereby requests the Lincoln park com- 
mission to install said equipment so 
that this beach will render the greatest 
possible good to the territory which it 
naturally shoul serve.” 
Alé. Crowe pointed out that there is 
no comfort station between the Mu- 
nicipal pier and central Lincoin park. 
At present two lifeguards and some 
electric lights comprise the only beach 
equipment. 

Fought by Gold Coast. |

lice arrested eleven persons for daring 
to use this beach, I hired Attorney Erb- 
stein to defend them,” Ald. Crowe 
said.

Local traders were gen- 
erally bearish and sold persistently 
throughout the day, while cash houses 
took the liquidating sales of July and 
sold the September changing over 
hedges. Crop reports on the whole were 
favorable, although rain is badly needed 
in some parts of Illinois and Iowa.
